They are oblong and more the shape 
of a pecan than of a hen's egg. The 
shell is vot hard, like a hen's egg, but 
yields to the pressure of your finger, 
something like rubber. 

Having laid her eggs In the nest of 
sind, the mother boa winds berself 
into a perfectly Mat coll, like a round 
mat. This done, sbe gently pushes 
waves of sand upon the eggs until 
they are covered from four to. six 
inches deep, Then she settles herself 
upon the top and stays there for vine- 
teen days. At the end of this time a 
lot of little snakes may be seen push- 
ing their way out from the nest and 
away ipto the world to get thelr own 
living. ‘They don't show a bit of affee- 
tlon for thelr mother or for each other, 
but giide away, probably never to be 
together again Is it any wonder, 
when they act so just after being 
hatched out, that bon constrictors nev- 
er like anybody and never have any: 
thing to do with people if they ean 
avoid it? 

Each Httle snake measuros from 
twelve to fourteen inches in length 
and is about as Lig around as a Jead 
pencil. It is said that they eat nothing 


at all during the first six months of | 


their lives or until they are old enough 
to catch and crush to death small ani- 
mals and swallow them whole. ‘The 
boa constrictor never bites—it has no 
poison fangs—but always kills by coil- 
ing about its victim and crushing it to 
death. Fully grown, the boa constrictor 
is thirty to forty feet long and as big 
around as the large part of a man’s 


leg.

The week saw two items of interest 
discussed in the house, one belng the 
concluding debate on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific loan, and the other a discuss- 
lon on @ certain report made by a com: 
wission appointed by the New Bruns- 
wick Government touching matters 
concerning the Central Railway affaire 
of that province. 

Grand Trunk Pacific Loan, 

With regard to the first matter the 
Opopsition repeated the arguments 
which were advanced when the scheme 
to build a National Transcontinental 
Railway was first presented to the 
House, concluding by several amend- 
ments which were so impractical that 
they were rejected by an overwhelming 
vote. A strange thing was that when 
the main motion was put not a Conser- 
vative voted against it Although 
days had beeo consumed in presenting 
objection to the loan, when the time 
came to vote on it, the vote was unani- 
mously in favor of the Government’s 
policy. 

Sir Wilfrid's Patriotic Speech. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier made an im- 
pression speech which probably ac 
counted for the result, it undoubtediy 
had great influence upon the decision 
of the House. 

The contention had been made by 
several Couservative speakers that the 
portion of road between Winnipeg and 
eee was to pass through an un- 
préductive, desolate district. As 
against this Sir Wilfrid quoted from a 
rdport supplied by the engineers of the 
Railway Commission This report 
with some particularity, gave infor- 
mation of the very opposite character. 


Conservatives Hostility. 

The Prime Minister first alluded to 
the attitude of the Opposition as being 
one of consistent antagonism to the 
Grand Trunk Pacific project. From 
the inception of the enterprise, said he, 
the Opposition has becn blindly hostile. 
Two elections had not opened their 
eyes. The Prime Minister recalled 
how it had been stated in 1904, that 
the people would not support the 
measure, and again in 1908 how that 
an outraged electorate would tear the 
project to pieces when it was found 
that the work was costing more than 
originally coatemplated. However, 
after the new calculations had been 


_placed before the people, the electors 


gave an emphatic, decided answer, ‘go 
on and finish the work.’! Such verdict 
should convince the Vonservatives that 
‘the people believe the road a political 
and commercial necessity. 
| Sir Wilfrid said the policy was to 
| build a national road through Cana- 
pe territory from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific.

One of the reasons given in 1903 for) 


building the Grand Trunk Pacific was 
to be independent of the bonding pri- 
vileges which at present makes us de- 
pendent upon the United States, 
While nothing had happened to mar 
the pleasant relations in this regard, 
it was well to guard against the dan- 
ger always existing although not al- 
ways imminent. While it was im- 
portant to provide for defence on land 
and sea, it was also important to pro: 
tect and secure our commercial inde- 
pendence. 

The Prime Minister made it very 
clear that the loan to the company did 
not modify in any manoper the original 
contract. He showed the fallacy of 
putting on the market the common 
stock of the company as a means of 
raising money, and reminded the 
House that the Joan, excepting in 
amount was on all fours with that 
granted to the Canadian Pacific Com- 
pany in 1834. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific, said the 
Premier, has been build upon a differ- 
ent plan from other roads. Usually 
they are chiefly built with heavy 
grades, interior curves wooden trestles 
and light rails. and afterwards the 
road is built and rebuilt. The Grand 
Trunk Pacific is building a solid, per- 
maneut road at the first. so that it will 
not have to be built several times over, 
as was the case with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Sir Wilfrid gave 
the average cost per mile of che leading 
railroads of the United States, and by 
comparison proved that they were more 
expensive than the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific, 

Other Big Enterprises. 

Sir Wilfrid also presented tigures to 
show,that there was a great difference 
in the original estimate of cost and ul- 
timate cost of great public works He 
instanced the Suez canal estimated to 
cost $20,000,000, but which ultimatey 
cost $80,000,000. Then there was the 
bridge over the Firth of Forth, esti- 
mated cost $6,400, 000, cost when com- 
pleted $10.000,000. ‘The bridge over 
the Bast river, New York, cost 47 1-2 
per cent. more than the original esti 
mate. The Victoria bridge at Mou- 
treal, built by Robert Stevenson co-t 
35 per cent. more than the original es: 
timate, 

Tories Supported Bill at Last. 

Sir Wilfrid’s speech carried great 
weigbt with members of the House, 
and alter several amendments had becu 
presented and voted down, rhe Opposi- 
tion in a solid body voted in favor of 
the loan tothe Grand Trunk Pacific.

Archbishop ‘Tacho, who for twenty 
years had roamed from the Lake of the 
Woods tothe Rocky Mountains, and 
from the American boundary to Lake 
Athabasca, said that what are now 
the provinces of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, were unfit for agri- 
culture He gave itas his opinion 
over his own signature that the valley 
of the Red river, the valley of tie Sas- 
katcbewan and the valley of the Assini- 
boine never could produce wheat, yet

Interest a-c Inaccurate. 


The Minister first called attention to 
the interest account, showing thut by 
the figures given in the’report tlie in: 
terest on two items alotie—wae under: 
stated by $5,000, and that, further, 
that no interest whatever is shown uw - 
on the $180,000 which was paid for 
the Central Railway, or upon the $77,- 
000 of improvements, for a _ period of 
eighteen manths, upon the loss in 
operating extending over a number of 
years. Allof these were absolutely 
omitted from the account und state- 
ment of interest given in the report. 
In other words the commissioners left 
out a sum of $60,000 properly charze- 
able to interest, 

Mr. Pugsley pointed out instance 
after instance Of inaccuracy in the re- 
port. He first called attention to the 
statement that a note for $10,000 had 
been discounted in the People’s Bank 
at Fredericton, marked F. B. T.; tbat 
tbe report says. "*"We could not trace 
what became of the proceeds.” 

These, said he, were the initials of 
a Senator Thompson, one of the most 
honorable men in the provinces, who 
was assisting the enterprise by endors- 
ing for the contractor, and the sug: 
gestion of grafting on his part, econ- 
tained in the words of thereport, were 
scandalous and untrue, because in the 
accounts of the construction company 
this very note is credited tothe rail- 
way company, 


Exceeded lheir Powers, 

While the powers of the commission: 
ers were limited to 1901 they went 
back to 1890 to drag in the name of 
Hon. Mr. Blair, and to injure a politi- 
cal opponeut they went back fourteen 
years, to 1887, to gratify their hatred. 

Proceeding to show the reckless 
character of the report, Mr. Puysley 
quoted that the ngport says: “It ap- 
pears conclusively from the evidence 
that the whole $200,000 par value of 
these 3 per cept bonds Lad been guar 
anteed and delivered to the company 
up to 6 August, 1903. This statement 
is false, and the evidence shows that 
only $138,000 were guaranteed, a dif- 
ference of $111,500 Mr. Pugsley prov- 
ed by reading the report thac it coon- 
tained two utterly different statements 
on different pages, showing that the 
report was either drawn up by differ- 
ent people, and that the different parts 
of it had not been compared, 
the statements made in the report 
were utterly reckless and quite unreli- 
able, 


Blamed the Printer Again. 


Mr. Pugsley then showed another 
glaring error in the report. Speaking 
of the company’s stock, the report 
says: “Responsible and respectable

up and made into oils or dried or pul- 
verized or crystallized into queer 
shaped ‘lumps? Each jar and box 
seems to hide some secret which you 
Immediately become curious to solve. 
How many different lands do they rep- 
resent? And, after they Jeave the jars 
that hold them now, what are they 
made into? 

Who, for example, would connect a 
great pile of dry, thin twigs, neatly 
tied imto small bundles, with sarsa- 
parila? These twigs are the creep- 
Ing roots and rootlets of a prickly 
shrub that grows in Jamaica, and they 
tre worth from 10 to 50 cents a pound. 

Somewhat similar in appearance is 
tpecacuanha, which also comes to us 
In dry twigs, which are part of the 
trailing root of a plant found in the 
damp forests of Brazil. 

These roots receive no preparation

Extracting Wood Oil. 

Chinese wood oil is obtained from 
the nut of the wood oil tree by press- 
ing or extracting. ‘The color of the oil 
varies with the method of extraction. 
In China it is usually heated strongly 
and is @onsequently very thick aud 
black. Wood oil forms a very durable 
lacquer for wood, far surpassing boiled 
linseed ojl in hardness and perma- 
nence. The oil possesses the peculiar- 
ity of drying more quickly in damp 
than in dry weather. The residue of 
the nuts left after the removal of the 
oil is a good fertilizer, which possess- 
es the valuable property of destroying 
insects which feed on the roots of 
plants.—Scientific American,

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SHOOTING WHALES. 


Modren Whalers Use a Cannon and 
an Explosive Harpoon. 


Whaling with modern methods in 
Alaskan waters is an exciting game. 
especially for those who are new to 
the business. 

The modren whaling steamer is a 
little vessel almost round on the 
bottom, which enables it to be 
turned and managed with the great- 
est ease. Mounted at the bow is a 
small cannon that shoots a har- 

|poon weighing more than 100 pounds 
and having an explosive head, called 
the bomb. 

If the shot is good and the har- 
poon is planted squarely behind the 
fin, says the London World’s Work, 
the bomb crashes into the lungs, 
killing instantly ; if not, the struggle 
may last for several hours. 

After a whale has been killed the 
carcass is brought alongside’ the 
boat and inflated so that it will 
float. A long coil of rubber hose 
one end of which is attached to, a 
pump and the other to a_ hollow 
spear pointed tube of steel, with 
perforations along its entire length, 
is used for this purpuse. 

The spear is thrust well down into 
the whale’s side, the air pump 
started and the body slowly filled 
with air. When inflated enough to 
keep it afloat the tube is withdrawn, 
the incision plugged with oakum 
and the carass cast off. A bouy 
with a flag is attached to the body 
and it is then set aarift to be picked 
up at the end of the day’s hunting.

Mr. Blain was born in the town of 
Ayr, Seothind, in 18382, and came to 
Toronto with his parents when ten 
years old. Ile took his college course 
at the University of Toronto, chose the 
lege profession, and was one of the 
first who received the degree of L. LL.D. 
from the Provincial University. 

He practised Jaw in that eity for 
several years, and was senior member 
of the firm of Blain, Ferguson & Park- 
inson, one of the then most prominent 
firms in Toronto. His work in connec- 
tion with the law was chiefly in) chan- 
cery, and his partner was afterwards 
made Judge Ferguson, During his ae- 
tive business life in Toronto Dr. Blain 
was connected with a number of finan- 
cial institutions, including the Ontario 
Loan Company, of which he was Presi- 
dent. Hewas also one of the prime 
movers in the organization of the To- 
ronto Electric Light Company. 

Deceased retire from the practice of 
the law on account of ill-health. He 
afterwards, for a time, devoted him 
self to political life and sat as member 
for West York in the Dominion House, 
asupporter of the Hon, Alex, Macken- 
zie, from IS7T8 to STS. Althotgh oa 
Liberal in polities he believed) in pro- 
tection, and, indeed, was the mover of 
the first resolution in that direction in 
the House of Commons. Dr. Blain 
formed a warm friendship with Hon. 
George Brown, and also with Hon. 
Alexander Mackenzie. In 1878 he was 
defeated at the polls by the late Hon.
